PARITY ,  PARITY,  PARITY 

Parity  is  a  "balance  concept  -  like  an  apothecary's  scales.    The  "bal- 
ance in  this  case,  of  which  John  D.  Black  writes  in  his  recent  "book, 
has  three  scale  pans  instead  of  two  -  one  for  Agriculture,  one  for 
Labor,  and  one  for  Capital.    Each  strives  for  its  "share  in  the 
national  income."    With  the  welling  tide  "between  the  three,  the 
author  must  have  felt  throbbing  through  his  brain  much  the  same 
refrain  as  recurred  in  the  mind  of  the  old  farmer  in  one  of  Tenny- 
son's poems.    The  mind  of  the  old  man  on  his  death-bed  was  still' in 
the  grip  of  the  hard  struggle  he  had  waged  to  protect  a  little  prop- 
erty.   To  his  dazed  mind,  the  fading-out  cantering  hoof-beats  of  his 
favorite  horse  seemed  to  say  over  and  over  again  "Proputty,  pro'putty, 
proputty    -  that's  what  I  'ears  'em  saay."    But  since  the  basic 
facts  and  relations  between  farm  prices,  industrial  wages  and  earn- 
ings of  capital,  from  which  the  issue  of  parity  derives,  are  of  such 
pertinent  interest,  this  book  will  continue  to  be  of  interest  for 
years  to  come. 

OLD  MACDONALD  HAD  A  EARM 

When  Angus  McDonald  was  a  small  boy  in  Oklahoma,  his  father  used  to 
take  him  out  over  his  farm,  walk  to  the  highest  point,  and  outline 
its  limits  with  broad  sweeps  of  his  arms-     "That  is  our  land,  clear 
over  to  the  end  of  that  white  oak  grove."    After  his  father's  death, 
he  wandered  for  7  years  about  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  working 
as  a  dishwasher,  grocery  clerk,  ditch  digger,  salesman,  and  school 
teacher.    Mr.  McDonald  is  now  in  the  Soil  Conservation  Service.  He 
was  persuaded  to  write  this  book  about  his  father's  farm  by  a  group 
of  his  fellow-workers  who  were  delighted  with  a  sample  article.

Free  lands  promoted  individualism,  freedom  to  rise, 
democracy...  they  meant  opportunities."    Such  opportunities  ended  in 
1935  when  these  lands  were  withdrawn  from  private  entry.     Only  the 
permanent  national  domain,  national  parks,  forest  and  game  reserves, 
grazing  and  mineral  lands,  remained.    The  author  thus  felt  the  time 
was  ripe  for  a  history  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States.

This  form  card  will  be  filed  as  a  record  of  your  pending  requests  until 
such  time  as  the  material  is  received  and  then  will  serve  as  a  charge 
card  when  it  is  sent  to  you.

LOAN  OF  LIBRARY  MATERIAL 

USDA  Regulation  lgl6.     Library  materials  may  be  borrowed  by  employees 
from  the  Department  Library  or  from  any  of  its  branches  or  other  facili- 
ties for  periods  not  longer  than  1  month,  and  briefer  periods' of  loan 
shall  be  set  by  the  Department  Librarian  for  those  materials  which  are 
needed  by  others.     Materials  borrowed  for  a  month  may  be  renewed  for  an 
additional  month  upon  the  borrower's  request  if  they  are  not  needed  by 
others.     Any  library  material,  regardless  of.  the  period  for  which  loaned, 
is  subject  to  recall  by  the  Department  Library  for  the  use  of  others  when 
the  need  for  the  material  is  urgent. 

Employees  borrowing  library  materials  shall  be  held  strictly  accountable 
for  their  use,  preservation,  and  safe  return  within  the  loan  period. 
Failure  to  return  library  materials  when  due  may  result  in  the  withdrawal 
of  loan  privileges.     Failure  to  replace  library  materials  lost  or  damaged 
or  to  make  reimbursement  therefor  shall  be  reported  by  the  Department 
Library  to  the  chief  of  bureau  concerned,  who  shall  see  that  the  record 
is  cleared. 

Any  employee  leaving  his  official  station  for  more  than  1  week  shall 
immediately  return  any  library  material  charged  to  him.    No  employee  shall 
take  library  material  from  the  station  at  which  it  was  charged  to  him  with- 
out first  obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Department  Library  or  the  branch 
from  which  it  was  borrowed.
